Months have passed since the Amer- 


ican Sheet Steel company returned to 
the board of trade the bonus given 
the Coshocton Boiling Mill company 
tecause the trust did not comply with 
the conditions of the original contract 
purchased with the plant. Two small 
factories have been located here dur- 
ing that time, the Coshocton Vehicle 
company and the Goshocton Iron com- 
pany, one coming from Mansfield and 
the other from Pittsburg, but the 
-bulk of the bonus is still in the hands 
of the board. What to do with it is 
an important question. 


Sonce members of the board favor 


one large concern while others think 
it should be given small factories de- 
sirous of building up and growing 
with time and the town. Be this 
as it may, the wisdom of the course 
adopted will probably be questioned 
in some quarter it matters not what 
action is taken. 
What Coshocton 


wants most is action that will bring 
people to the city, and add to its rap- 
idly increasing power and influence/ 


"The board of trade has about S16,- 


000 in 
the treasury," said Robert 


Boyd, secretary of that organization. 
"It is to be spent for the purpose of 
securing new mills and f actories. f or. 
Coshocton, but I am not in position 
to say when we will get them. 
The 


board has nothing important under 
consideration.at present. 


"We could spend every dollar of 


that SlGtOOO in a day if we so desired. 
The country is full of men in search 
of bonus money. I receive every day 
an average^of three letters that deal 
with board of trade business. 
They 


are usually answered after a form we 
have. It requires a form to deal with 
the man who is desperately in earnest 
in his eodeavor to secure something 
for nothing. I tell them we have re- 
ceived their proposition, and if they 
mean business we are ready to deal 
with 
them. We want, 1 write, 


only 
such 
industries 
as 
are 


safe and before we pay bonus money 
we want them placed on a basis that 
will insure benefit to Coshocton and 
will work no hardship to the.compa- 
ny or individual seeking financial 
help to establish or increase a busi- 
ness. It is a plain business proposi- 
tion and I invite the fullest investiga- 
tion always asking them to come and 


see us. I seldom receive a reply. We 
spend two cents and some time writ- 
i ng the letter but the answers are 
very few and far between. 


"The reason is simple, very simple. 


The man who thinks he has some la* 
bor saving machine and the individu- 
al with a device which he believes to 
be indispensible to' .the happiness of 
bumanity cumbers about one-half the 
population of the world I, ain^ discov- 
ering. 
They are the-fellows that 


want help. Practical business men 
will not take up their hair brained 
schemes and they come to us. They 
are fanciful dreamers who hope for 
sudden riches or seek the content- 
ment of repose without work. 
They 


do not yet understand that there can 
be no reward without some labor. 
They are looking for suckers but the 
Coshocton board of trade is too old to 
bite at that sort of bait. When they 
see the contract we-must have signed 
and in measure carried out. before we 
pay over the money I guess they 
wilt. But it does not kill them off. 
They try some other board of trade 
and keep OD trying until they find 
what they want or are gathered home 
to their fathers. Some of them are 
lueky. Others never find success in 
that direction 


"We could .fill Coshocton full of

When he land- 
ed Bert McKenna who chanced to be 
near pointed out to him the uncer- 
tainty of life and wanted to write 
him a policy.

Tien Tsin, March 16.—The Russian 


troops are now entrenching in the 
disputed territory,. A company of the 
Hongkong regiment with fixed bayo- 
nets IB in front, while two companies 
of the Madras pioneers, under com- 
mand of Major Johnson, are held in 
reserve. Both the Russians and the 
British are awaiting instructions from 
their governments. The British and 
Russians are disputing over the limits 
of railway property in the British con- 
cession. Trouble is imminent unless 
the Russians retire. 


The Russian minister's attitude re- 


garding further punishments is delay-, 
ing the demand of the ministers of the 
powers on the Chinese, and the mat- 
ter has been referred to the home gov- 
ernments. Mr. Rockhill, the American 
special commissioner,, says that, per- 
sonally he is in favor of drawing ,a 
cleahv sheet over additional executions, 
but that certain high officials through- 
out the provinces are guilty of most 
barbarous crimes, and it is recognized 
that these must be punished, if only 
as a-warning-to others. 
'" 


It has been reported at the United 


States legation at Peking that the 
Germans had visited the prosperous 
market town of Nau-Ming, 60 miles 
from Peking, and completely looted it, 
and that they had also ransacked and 
desecrated a native Christian chapel 
and despoiled women of their trinkets, 
even taking rings out of their ears and 
generally ill-treating the natives.

plague in South Africa is causing un- 
easiness in South African shipping 
circles. 


Orders Issued to American Troops. 


Small Guard to Stay. 


Washington, March 16.—The war de- 


partment has sent a dispatch to Gen- 
eral Chaffee in Peking ordering the 
.evacuation of China by .the American 
troops. The dispatch, was drafted by 
Adjutant General Corbin and in effect 
is as follows: 


"The secretary of war directs you 


to complete arrangements and sail for 
Manilla with your command and staff 
officers by the end of April, leaving as 
legation guard an infantry company 
composed of 150- men, with, full .com- 
plement of officers, medical officer, suf- 
ficient hospital corpsmen. Retain and 
Instruct officer quartermaster's depart- 
ment: to proceed to erect necessary 
buildings for guard according to plan 
and estimates you approve. Colonel 
Charles F. Humphrey, on arrival,, will 
make an inspection of quartermaster's 
department in the Philippine Islands 
until ,,July 1, when he,wilLbe(as.signeA 
to duty as chief quartermaster at .Ma- 
nilla and Miller ordered to the United 
States." 


It.was said at the/war department 


that this'clears up the Chinese, situa- 
Uon so far as the war department is 
concerned, as > the protection .of ;the le'-~ 
gatipn can in no sense be taken! as oc- 
cupation of Chinese territory, and.the 
guard can not be used for any., other 
purpose. The transports Sumner and 
Indiana will be sent to Taku to take 
the troops in China to Manilla. These 
troops consist of the Ninth infantry, 
four troops of the Sixth cavalry and 
the light battery formerly commanded 
by Captain Reilly. 


Germany's Position: 


Berlin, March 16.—In reply to inter- 


polations in the reichstag, Chancellor 
Von Buelow said: •<! again say that we 
support in China solely German inter- 
ests, leaving the British to guard their 
own. 
Herr Richter asks, 'What is the 


position 
regarding the Manchuria 


agreement?' That.I don't know. Herr 
Richter said the German people were 
distrustful of the 
world-policy. If 


Herr Richter. understands by 'world- 
policy' a tendency to interfere in mat- 
ters which don't concern us, I am a 
decided opponent of such 'world-pol- 
icy.' But, that we must advance our 
interests in eastern Asia is a fact 4hat 
has become history. It was in that 
sense that I said three months ago 
that we must have our place in the 
sunshine. I say today, that we will 
keep that place in the sunshine, and 
not let ourselves be pushed into this 
shade." 


Address of Boer Envoys. , 


,St. Paul, March 16,—Messrs. P. Lou- 


ter Wessels and Hercules D. Viljoen, 
the Boer missionaries, who are in the 
city, were invited to address the.Min- 
nesota state, senate.; Their remarks 
wefe'received with? much applause. Mr. 
Wessels argued that the position of 
the troops at present would indicate 
that if the war could -be kept up for a 
few months longer victory would be. 
with the Afrikanders. 


Loubet Praises Americans. 


Paris, March le.-^-President Loubet 


has given expression to his warm sym 
pathy for Americans on the occasion 
of the Audience which he. granted to' 
M. P. Peixotto, who, as chairman of 
the advisory committee of the Ameri- 
can exposition commission, conveyed 
the thanks and warm appreciation of 
the Americans who have been deco- 
rated with the cross of the Legion of 
Honor. In replying M. Loubet highly 
praised the part which the United 
States took in the exposition and 
spoke of the sacred tie uniting the two 
countries. He instanced China, where, 
the president said, he was most happy 
to see France" and the United States 
were constantly in harmony and in ac- 
cord with their mutual traditional 
friend, Russia. 


Tragedy In a Courtroom. 


Duluth, Minn., March 16.—In trying 


to prevent Frank Baker's escape from 
the courtroom,Deputy. Sheriff Fr,ank L. 
Magie was shot in the head -and hand 
by Baker. He may die. Baker was 
brought Into court to -answer,, to the 
charge of attempted rofibery. He made 
a sudden dash for the. door and when 
the deputy sheriff grappled with him 
and th"&vr him .to., the; floor he shot the 
deputy. He then .kept the crowd at 
bay with his pistol as he ran out of 
doors. His hard-fought-fpr liberty was 
brief, for he was caught several blocks 
from the courtroom.

London, March 16. — A question In 


the house of commons in regard to the 
dispatch from Tien Tsin announcing 
that friction between the Russians and
